Bemidji Leper Escapes to the Old Country 


and the Authorities are Mad 


Because he Left. 


Bemidji, Minn., Aug. 12 
Arndt Reton, 
the Bemidji man, who, it is claimed, was 
the victim of leprosy, has departed for 
his home in Norway. 
Beton loft Cass 
Lake more than a week ago, 
and by 
this time has undoubtedly nearly reach­ 
ed his destination. 
There has been 
considerable controversy as to the real 
nature of the discase with which Beton 
is afflicted, but his uncermoniousdepar­ 
ture from this immediate vicinity, and 
his intention to place the ocean between 
himself and the authorities of Bemidji 
is at least suspicious, and 
points very 
strongly toward sustaining the claim of 
Dr. Morrison, health officer of the city 
of Bemidji, to the effect that Am dt was 
a leper. 
Dr. Christenson, of Cass Lake, 
was quoted in the Duluth papers as say­ 
ing that the man had lost two toes two 
years ago, his foot having been frozen 
to 
such an extent that an operation 
was necessary; that the Bemidji physi­ 
cian was mistaken, and that, if he was 
a leper, the Cass Lake physicians, who 
examined Beton under a microscope, 
could lay claim to having perfected a 
cure. 
The facts in tin* case are that Beton 
never did a day s work after he was op 
orated on at Cass Lake, and the foot 


from which the toes were 
amputated 
was still sore when Dr. Morrison exam­ 
ined him two years afterwards.

fountains was introduced the demand 
increased so rapidly th at the fruit at 
ta in od standing as a commercial prod­

which were promptly recognized bv 
plaudit rn owners In southern FI iriC.a. 
As the general dem and for the lime 
is of such recent origin, very few va­ 
rieties have been specifically named 
or become p erm anently introduced in 
the principal markets. 
.Some sections 
of the t oited States have shown a de 
cided preference for the small speci­ 
mens, while in other eases large limes 
are more in demand. 
Some are very 
seedy, others nearly seedless. 
Some 
ripen early, while others do not reach 
their prime until late In the season. 
The unknown qualities of the lime are 
so great when compared with similar 
varieties of fruit which have been h u ­ 
l l e r observation and cultivation 
for 
decades past that there has been tm- I 
usual difficulty in differentiating close- I 
Iv between inc few vari ties now prac­ 
tically established and the others which J 
are still largely in an experimental 
stage.
